Sr. Locis, May 19.— The Missouri 
river cpntinnes to riM at the rate of 
nearly an inch per honr. The city of 
Alton has been entirely cnt off from 
raih-oad commnnication for twenty-foot 
hours and travel will BOfc b* Nitared 
until Friday at least. 

Wei<t of St. Charles, Mo., the scene 
along the riv^ is one of desolation and 
destmellott. Thoosands upon thon 
sands of aores of rich farm laijdson 
both banks of the stream are innnaated 
to a depth of several feet. Hundreds of 
farmers have been driven from their 
homes, their crops destroyed, their 
stock drowned, and, in many cases, their 
houses washed into the river. 

At Labadie the river extends from the 
Missouri Pacific track to Ansnsta on the 
opposite blnflh^ a diatanoe of over five 
miles. Steamen ai« landinf at the foot 
of th« Unffs at Angnsta, two and one- 
half miles inland from the shore proper. 

At New Haven the bnslnoss portion of 
the town is entirely flooded. 

Aboat twenty-fiv* house ia North St 
Louis liave floated from theltr founda- 
tions wd' their oooopaati are camping 
in temti on the high ground. 

The scenes north on the river are 
iMtrtaisndioff. From the hills in (VFal 
Ion park rum boats oaa he seen hurry' 
ing to tad ho among the needy and 
helidess. people. Over one hundred 
famiUss In that vidai^ have been ren- 
dmd homeless. To aod to the gmeral 
wretchedness, robben and thieves have 
begun to pUlag* the abandoned houses. 

Over 1,000 bales of cotton are in 
cdlars on the levee. Roustabouts are 
worUng in water up to their necks, and 
getting |1 an hour to rescue the cotton. 

^le dty'B milk supply is to some ex- 
tent endsiwered by uM flood since the 
lUinds railroads have ceased to ran ac 
oommodatlon trains. 

Word has Just reached here that the 
levee on the east bank of the Mississippi 
river at East Oarondolet, seven miles be- 
low this city,9ias broksn and that there 
are {birty-nve famOies there in danger 
of drowittng anlesB assistance is immedi 
utely sent thtm. The city authorities 
are now endeavoriag to secure a boat to 

fo to tlM rescue at the people. The 
reikis not a wide one and will prob- 
ably be fixed before it extendi much 
funher. 

St. Louis is now threatened with hi- 
undation on the north and northeast 
sides. The Cahokia creek, whioh flows 
tiuough a portion tba aty, is rapidly 
filling from the overflow of the low 
lands and will soon be out of its banks. 
On the north side of the dtj, from the 
river to the bluffs, a diatanoe of four 
miles, the territory la oovared with 
water to a depth of four feet. For a 
distance of two miles the wat* is held 
in check by the embankment of the 
Cairo Short liine railroad. Shortly be- 
fore noon the report flew rapidly that 
the embankment had given way and 
that the flood would settle down upon 
the central portion of East St Loiiis. 
The greatest excitement previdled for a 
short time and many pt-rsons made 
huxried preparations to leave their 
homes and flee to higher ground. For- 
tunately, however, the report was, in a 
measure untrue, and oonndence was re- 
stored. 

A break occurred in the dyke of the 
Clover Leaf road yesterday, and for over 
three hours it was feared the waters 
would sweep away tha tracks and allow 
the flood to ovemniabB the little village 
of Brookl}n. A l«g» gang of railway 
employee were qulcfiy at the scene and 
deposited thousands of sacks of sand in 
the crevasse, filling it completely and 
averting the threatened danger, 

At a point jubt north of Venice is 
located the cable office of the Postal 
Telegraph coiuimny. The office is in a 
sea of water and the waves breaks 
against it iu a manner that threatens to 
destroy the building. 

The latest prediction is that the riwr 
will rise six iuchns or a foot at St. Louis. 
It is iKiasible the river will go twyond 
that ijoint. below this city the rise will 
be even greater and the levees are ex- 
pected to po. Tlie signal service sent 
out a 8i)€cial warning to St. Louis to be 
distributed thnuighout the river dis- 
tricts. TliiH warning was prepared by 
Professor Thoniaii Rns-sell. the flood and 
river foreciiKter of the department of 
agiuultiire. It predicts that the river 
at St- Louis will go a foot beyond the 
highest stage of water for years, which 
will put it at thirty-six foet three inches. 
In the southern district below St. Louis 
Professor Russell says that the levees 
will not hold the water whioh Is in right 
and coming down. 

MISSOURI STIL L RISING.

Kansas Ctty, May All hopes that 
the river would fall are now gone and 
the Missouri, being filled from the vol- 
umes of water from the Kaw and Piatt, 
is now creeping up at the rate of an inch 
an hour and there are no indications 
that the rise will cease for at least twen- 
ty-four hours. It has rained steadily 
ttDoe Tuesday morning. Heavy hanks 
of black clouds cover the sky and the

ALONQ THE LOWER MISSISSIPPI. 

t«veea Braaklac While the Mver l* 
Rapidly RIaltiB. 

Nkw Oui-'iAN':. May 19.— A break oc- 
curred in the levet' in the soiitl • iii part 
of the city yesterday. It is t\'.t iiiy tive 
feet wide, and a great volume of water 
is pouring through. At Bonnet Carre 
the crevasse is now 275 feet wide. The 
Mississippi Valley track* are under two 
feet of water, 'fhe crevasse in twelve 
feet deep and is discharging 40.(K)0 cubic 
feet a second. All liopes of closing the 
breiik have been abandoned. There is 
on the scene a force of several thousand 
men in chi'.rge of the officials of the 
Mis.->i ■-'ipiji Valley and the Dlinois Cen- 
tral roads. 

An attempt is being made to secure* 
both ends of the break and prevent 
them from washing. The water thus 
far I'.a.s not reached the Illinois Central 
tracks, but it is expected to cover the 
roailway wi»hin the next twenty-four 
hours. The river is now nearly eighteen 
feet above the low water hurk and is 
rising rapidly.

Siorx City. la.. May 19. —At s o'clock 
yesterday inorning. or a little more than 
an hour al ter the W(jrkiii'^iiien livint,' 
along the l);inks of the f'"l.iyd and Mis- 
souri rivers at 8ionx City had irone to 
their work, a torrent of water caiiie 
down the Floyd iiiid in half an honr had 
riseTi over a large area in the city to a 
ilepth of three to ten feet.

FLOOD BUL LETIN. 

The WeMher Bare»a In WnthioKton 
Send* Out li Special ll('|i<>rt. 

Washinoton, May 19.— The weather 
bureau has issued the following special 
flood bulletin: The threatening aspect 
of tba outlook for the lower Itisrissippi 



valley has deepened in the past forty- 
eight hours, as lagaids the pro s pec t for 
intensityand duratkn of the impending 
flood. With tba water now in dgbt 
matters stand about ai foUoWH: 

There has bean a raiofall of %.t inches 
along the Missouri river from Kansas 
City to Pime, and S.8 inches along the 
Arkansas from Fort Smith to Little 
Rock. The rainfall in Towa. Missouri 
and Illinois and along the ui^ier Missis- 
sippi averages over 1.0 inch. 

Tha presr nt high stage of the Mis- 
souri at Kansas Oity will be maintained 
for some time, and may even increase in 
the next tlir e days. The Upper MissiS' 
sippi at Dnliuiiue has risen two feet in 
the past five days; at St. Louis the verv 
high stage of M.8 feet prevails, there 
being a rue of six feet in the past five 
days. Tha rata of rise has slackened. 
The proqiects are that the riss will con- 
tinue one fo >t mote, aad a high stage 
will be maintained for some time. 

The Ohio has begun to rise. The 
stage at Cincinnati is twenty-four and 
five-tenths feet The pr e sent Ohio rise 
will not be of much importance. The 
Cumberland ia at a low stage. The 
Tennessee is low. At Cairo the river is 
at a Btuge of forty-one and eigUt-tenths 
feet having risen five and three-tenths 
feet in the past seven days. It is not 
expected the stage will go above forty- 
three feet in the nk.xt two days. It will 
continue stationary, however, at the 
high rtage, and it remains to he seen 
yet what wiU oooor with tha MiSKHui 
flood. 

All hope of saviuff the town of Madi- 
son in the northern part of St. Clair 
county. Dls., has been given up and it ia 
beUeved that the town will be under six 
foet of water by morning. 

Many of the 'residents of East St. 
Louis nave moved from their homes, 
but the main poridoa of tiie city is still 
safe. 

The American bottom, the most fertile 
section of Illinois, is now a sea twenty- 
five miles long and five miles wide. 
Thousands of acres of growing crops 
are now under ten to twentv feet of 
water, and at least one- third of the 
stock has been drowned. All farm 
houses are under water, and many have 
floated away. The work of rescuing 
f.trinere from their honsetope and sup 
plying them with food is fusing prose 
cuted with vigor. 

BIG THREE AGREEMENT.

Chicaoo, May 10.— A morning paper 
asserts that the fight between the pack 
ers here has been settled, the smaller 
men being now placed on a footing witli 
the "Big three."

According h 
these the yards of the Union Stock 
yards comixmy will 1 e transferred to 
the property oiC the Chicago National 
Stockyards eompaay in toe town of 

Cicero. 

The packing houses of the "Bin 
Three," and ♦lio.se of the other concerns 
d(.iing business ai the Union Stockyards 
will remain where they now are. Catth 
will be received !it Stickney. where ex- 
tensive facilities will l)e prepared for 
their reception. They will be trans- 
ferred to Bridgeport o^'er tue new road 
that is to be built by the Union Transfer 
Railwa}' company. In couneotion with 
this line a new belt line is to bO boilt, to 
give thn Stickney yards the necessary 
railroad connection with the various 
lines entering the city. 

There will be no change in the yard- 
age charges, but all the pa(tkers will be 
jilaced upon an ecjual f(«jting with the 
"Big Three" by the payment of a rebnt«i 
equal to that received by these packers 
by the contract with the Chicago Junc- 
tion railways and Union Stookyards 
company.

VoMpta I» TIee, the Rneheiter Wife Mur- 
derer, Kzeeiited — He Wse the Ninth 
luted in the State Under i 



Hew tsw The Km««Uob Was a 
taoeMt IToai the Start. 

AtmitN, May 19. -.Toseph L. Tice. 
the Rochester wife murderer, was exe- 
cuted at 6:;50 Wednesday morning. He 
was the ninth man executed in the state 
onder the new law. The execution was 
a great success from Xbtt start. Short 
contacts were made, this betaar daemad 
better than too long ones. There was 
nothing revolting about the scene. 

The witneKses saw no burning of flesh, 
no exhalation of air from the Inngs. no 
struggle of the victim. The murderer 
matbls fate calmly. The electric cux>> 
rent was turned into the body four 
times, each contact being brief. Tha 
phyrician in charge believed that better 
results would be obtained in this way 
than with two long contacts. The oom> 
plete time of contact was fifty seocmda 

Tice slept from 10 to 12 o'clock Tues- 
day night. At midnight he was awak- 
ened to be shaved. He had been told 
early in the evening by his spiritual ad- 
visers that his Hfe would be taken Wed- 
nesday morning. He said he was ready 
and would men death like a soldier and 
he joined f errantly In tha prayers of tha 
clergymen. 

An the physicians examined the body 
and all agree that Tice had passed into 
atemi^ the instant the first contact was 
nada. Eleotrioian Davis said that the 
ladioator showed 1,790 volts on the first 
contact with a vary slight falling o8 
when the thiaa other dronits ware 
made. A closer araminatinn o< tha 
body showed no marks or boraa apoB it. 

Dr. Kof dsdatad that tha daoBooa- 
tlon was perfection itself. 

Chaplam Yates aad PMtor Pennqr 
were with Tica half an boor before tha 
execution took plaoa. He told them, 
they say, that ha did not sleep well 
Tuesday alght aad tiiat his spine had 
pained aim ooosldeiably. 

"He - was very brave," said Chaplain 
Yates. "Be fmiUled his promise to Mr. 
Penney and myself that ne would dia 
like a man and a Christian. His last 
words to me were, 'Oh, It I didn't drink 
that whisky.' "Pat that in big type." 
added Mr. Penney, with tsars In his 
eyes. Then he said: "Bat for that 
very thing he was as good a man as any 
witness in this room." 

Dr. George E. Fell, of Boitalo, who 
also witnessed the Kemmlar execution, 
said: "The execution of Tice can not ba 
improved upon. The frequent shark 
contacts are undoubtedly the best meth- 
od. There was nothing revolting in 
this case. As compared with the Kraun- 
ler case this was the more satistaotorr. 
In the execution of Tice there were al^- 
solntely no reflex movements from tha 
begimung to end, aside from the rigid- 
ity of the body produced bythabraak- 
ing of the current. I was one of tha 
flrst to advocate dectrical axentlon, 
and, after seeing this exeontion, I am 
eatiafled that the grounds I aasamed 
wore correct. There is no method oam> 
parable to it, which this case demon- 
strates." 

Joseph L. Tice was bom in Albany 
July 0. 1830. Of his early life Uttla Is 
known. The first leamea of the mur- 
derer was just previous to the war, 
when he deserted his family in Miohi- 
tnn. On the breaking out of the war 
Tice enlisted in the Fifth Michigan 
cavalry. His war record is good and he 
was honorably discharged. After the 
war he went to work in Rochester. 
About twenty-four years ago he married 
Mrs. Agnes Leggett in that city. He 
claimed to have been divorced from his 
first wife. Hardly had the honeymoon 
perioil expired before Tice went on a 
protracted debauch. 

At last, after one of many brawls, 
Tice attempted to stab his wife, and she 
left him aud was given a place as a 
domestic at the boarding house. Tice 
completed a thirty days' sentence for in- 
toxication on July 4, 1801. That day he 
announced his mtentian of killing his 
wife and sharpeneil his knife for the 
deed. Gtoing to the house, he unex- 
pectedly appeared before his ^^-ife and 
stabbed her three' times. She lived 
about half an hour, Tice was arrested 
and indicted, tried and found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. Severu at- 
tempts were inaiie to induce the gov- 
ernor to interfere in the case, but he 
said each time that the law must take 
its course. 

FOUR WOMEN ASSASSINATED. 



All irnkuowii Person l>oei, HIn Deadly 
Work in Texa«. 

Dbmisom, Tex„ May If.— Tuesday 
night was a night of sorrow ia Dsalson.

The assiissin tired 
through a window of the residence of 
Mrs. Rivers, killing .Maud Kramer, an 
inmate. He tliei; cronsed the street to 
Lester's bagnio, (uul in a similar mannt^r 
shot and mortally wounded Uose Stew 
act OS sbs was gatttaig, Intp bid.

I was strollinaf with Mackay some 
years ago in \'irginiii City, when we 
looked down a smoking caWty in the 
ground that was soon lost in the dark- 
ness, and at the mouth of which a wind- 
lass was slowly grinding. "Out of that 
hole," he said, "I took $150,000,000 in 
bullion." This waa one of the famous 
Bonanza mines, whose history all men 
know. The Ei^' Bonanza, as it waa 
called, and as Miickay descrilK>d it to me 
at the time, was a "kidney" or a 
"pocket" 'of crude ore, about as high as 
the steeple of Trinity and in area as 
large as the City Hall park of New York. 
This ore, shoveled out and rednced, 
gave the stupendous yield to which Mr. 
Mackay referred, and w as the fotmda- 
tion of the Bonanza fortunes. 

Associated with him were three other 
gentlemen, whose names were to win a 
worldwide mining fame-^amesO. Fair, 
afterward senator from Nevada, whose 
skill as a mining expert had attracted 
the attention of Mackay; WilMam 
O Brieu, and James C. Flood. O'Brien 
and Flood had come to California as 
friends in the Argonaut days, and had 
like other men taken ttieir humble parts 
in the creation of the Pacific states. In 
those times men who were to Ijo major 
generals in the arm)- drove drays for a 
livin},'. Oth(!rs who were to Ijecomo 
lumiuous iu btatesmanslup and juris- 
prodenbe joyfully mended their own 
trousers and washed their own Unen. 

They were "partners," a term that 
Bret Harte has patlietically expl.iim'd 
in one of his cx(iui.site st.mes. ••Part- 
ners," that i.s to hay, iricnils, with a 
friendship such m we who Uve outride 
of the atmosphere of adventors which 
infolded the Argonaut days oaono^ un- 
derstand, and which wonld ba Imt 
vaguely explained if we compared it to 
the love of man and woman. 

'•Billy wa,> my partner once," a.s Mr. 
Flood said to uie one day iu Menlo, 
while we were looking at the portrait of 
O'Brien; "Billy was my partner once. 
He is my partner now, will be my part- 
ner forever"— a speech which made a 
deep impression, coming aa it did from 
the of o,.,- of tlie niu.'-t re.solnte, self- 
restrained and undemonstrative of men. 
Fl(>o<l wa.~< tile financial repreiMintative 
and the ally of the two youug miners 
who were at work on the Booanaa; 
O'Brien, the "partner" in the firm, be- 
cause Flood could have no interest he 
did nut ^hare. 

O'Brien parsed away iu Bonanza 
time> — Fluod not many months since, in 
Germany. He waa a brave, independ- 
ent, reserved, conscientious man, es- 
pecially charming and true in the higher 
relations of life— no bettn* citiaen, no 
truer friend — "in all that goes toward 
the ii-ne developiiM-nt of manhoo<l, the 
be> t man i liave ever known," as Mackay 
said to lue when the hour of irrevocable 
tdlence had fallen. "I know only one 
man in the world that can bresJtme, 
and tbat is Mackay." This Flood said 
to me and I note it as sliomng the strong 
links which in those days bound tbe 
Bonanza linn and Ra\u it a .slnn^'th 
and a ( niiUdeuoe which were the basis 
of its power.— John Rnssall Yoang ia 
Mtusey's Mugaaine.

She worked with a 
confederate, and by rapid change of 
costume impressed her patrons with the 
idea that they wre seeing the spirits of 
dead friends. 

It is said also that she used the same 
means of deception to got under her in- 
fluence a high member of the East 
Pmssian nobility, although this t&<-t 
was carefully subpressed during the 
trial. Following tne instructions of the 
sunposed spirit of his dead wife, the 
nobleman invested much of his money 
in enterprises in which Frau Toepper 
was interested, and sold land that he 
might irive tae medium direct financial 
aid. His friends took the matter in 
hand when they found that he was 
likely to be beggared by the medium, 
and at a private sitting of four of them, 
they found Frau Toepper in the act of 
impersonating the deatl wife. 

They agreed not to prosecute her in 
case she wo'ild leave their friend alone, 
and she proinised to have nothing more 
to do with him. She did not keep her 
word and she was exposed again, al- 
though in connection ^^ith other mani- 
festations so that her relations to her 
titled victim need not be revealed at the 
trial.
